After 
notifying the passengers and caus- 
ing him to return a large part of 
the money, we used every effort to 
get him to accompany us to Gal- 
laudet College, but the wary young 
man, scenting trouble ahead, hastily 
left the train as it was entering 
Alexandria. The conductor of the 
train said that the young man was 
one of a trio of " deaf-mutes" who 
were making a tour of the towns 
along his line between Richmond 
and Washington, and that the pre- 
sence of boys and men on trains 
upon a similar mission was by no 
menus infrequent. In reply to a 
protest that he should have prevent- 
ed the begging operation, he an- 
swered that as long as the l>eggars 
paid their fares aud did not create 
a disturbance he could do nothing.

Committee" of the N. A. D. 
will induce the heads of all rail- 
road lines to order their condnctors 
to cause t^ie arrest of all who , l>eg 
on their trains under the plea of 
being " deaf and dumb," a long step 
will l)e made towanls retlucing the 
nuisance to a niinimnm.

Per- 
hai» he is still grinding out that 
"wonderful and miraculous tale" 
along the road, and if he should 
ever strike Duluth we hope Mr. J.

A Gbnbrous Gift. 

Mr. Roy. J. Stewart, the Wa.sh- 
ingtou agent of tbe Moving Picture 
Fund Committee writes: — 

" You will doubtless be glad to 
know that I have persuaded the 
Capitol Film Company to turn over 
to us as our undisputed property, 
the negative of Dr. Gallaudet's lec- 
ture without our having to pay $300 
for it. The Company thought it had 
a bill for $43 due on the Presenta- 
tion Week films, but that was a mis- 
take on the Company's part. How- 
ever the President of the company 
was willing to listen to reason, and 
as I have always told him alx)ut the 
defects in tbe print, that was not 
giving as much satisfaction as ex- 
pected, etc., he agreed to sign a new 
contract turning all prints and all 
negatives over to us. The con.sider- 
ation was $43. So I will be able to 
return a few pennies over $100 of 
the $700 you .sent. There are some 
views in the "extras" that are not 
good, and the Company has agreed to 
do them over again or take on equal 
length of a dilTereut subject. I think 
it will be about 250 feet long. We 
are going to .show Dr. Fay address- 
ing the students on that new 250 feet 
length he is going to give us. Mon- 
day I shall begin to think what to 
say in the rei)ort. Am waiting for 
more informatioti in relation to the 
care of films and negatives before 
completing the report. The films are 
now in Chicago in Rev. Flick's 
hands. The next place is Minnea- 
]x>lis. The Ohio crowd has engaged 
them for their big day, Gailaudet 
Day, Dec. 9th. Baltimore and Mr. 
Rowse have also applied for them. 
In order to save expense of express 
charges, I think is best to keep the 
films in the East till December." 

The generous offer of the Capitol 
F^ilin Company will doubtless l>e 
appreciated by all. The original 
contract called for $400 for the first 
print, $350 if a second print be 
ordered, and $300 for the negative, 
Cgenerally considered the property 
of the makerA, same as photograph- 
ers do). A year's option was taken 
on the latter. For safekeeping, 
the Company generously consented 
to allow us place the negative in the 
college vault. Instead of the lecture 
film being looo feet long, it is 
1200 feet, for which I understand 
no extra charge was made. This 
makes the average cost under 35 
cents a foot, for print and negative, 
as against jr. 13 per foot paid for 
the Fanwood films and negatives. 
At the latter price, we could but 
take four films for the $5000, of 
the length of Dr. Gailaudet lectures. 

The defect in tbe Gailaudet lecture 
print can be easily rectified by hav- 
ing that part of the film affected by 
static electricity retouched, and a 
new print made of this portion, and 
then glueing this to the good part 
of the first print. I am ]>ersonally 
acquainted with certain moving 
picture firms in Los Angeles who 
have given me the inside price for 
prints at ten cents a foot, so the ex- 
pense to replace the part would be 
very small. There is no hurry to 
have it done, as but few people con- 
sider the lighting of any conse- 
quence. This refers to the Gailau- 
det film. The other films will be re- 
placed free of charge. In justice to 
the Capitol Film Company, I believe 
they have done all they could to 
live up to their contract and more 
too. They made a trial film free, 
and later offered to retake Dr. Gal- 
laudet's lecture, but the Doctor was 
satisfied with the first and could not 
be persuaded to pose again.

DR. CROUTER'S ADDRESS. 

WHO KNOWS BSST, DR. CROUTKR 
OR THB SBMI-MUTK ? 

Mr. Editor : — Dr. Crouter, in 
his address before the American 
Instructors of the Deaf, at Delavan, 
Wis., last summer, as reported in 
the September number of the 
Annals, claims that the mere eflPorts 
put forth in acquiring speech, tickle, 
titillate, stimulate, invigorate and 
strengthen certain of the brain centers 
or ' ' areas. ' ' 

Then he goes on to say, " with 
regret" : " From no class" (of the 
deaf) ' ' does opposition to speech 
methods come with such poor grace 
as frpm the semi-mutes, whose pro- 
ficiency, even in signs, is due in a 
large measure to the mental advan- 
tage which speech has given them." 

Now, the good Doctor having 
confessed that the brain centers, or 
"areas" of the semi-mutes have 
been tickled, titillated, invigorated, 
etc. , as much as his own ' ' areas ' ' 
have been, he and the doctor are 
upon the same plane mentally, aud 
the opinion of the semi-mute is 
entitled to just as much considera- 
tion as his own. 

Js that clear ? 

Well, the semi-mute, possessing, 
in equal degree with the good 
Doctor, "the mental advantage 
which speech has given," has the 
added advantage of the practical 
experiences in real life of the limita- 
tions of imperfect speech accom- 
panied by the handicap of deafness. 

Therefore, the opinion of the 
semi-mute ceases to be mere opin- 
ion — it amounts to, and has, the 
force aud strength of absolute 
knowledge of existing conditions 
utterly unattainable by the good 
Doctor or any heariKg man, no 
matter however wise or good. 

Does not, therefore, Mr. Bditor, 
such criticism come with very 
' ' poor grace ' ' from hearing men or 
Women , when they are talking about 
something of which they are entire- 
ly ignorant. 

I say this with "regret." 

" Poor grace," Indeed ! 

It is "poor grace" for the deaf to 
tell the truth about the e£Pects, in 
real life, of the indiscriminate ap- 
plication of speech methods to all 
sorts aud conditions of the deaf, but 
it is all right for the Doctor to stand 
up and boldly formulate the opinion 
that, "if a deaf child cannot thus (by 
speech methods) be instructed he can 
not be instructed at all' ' — and must be 
cast into outer darkness — branded 
an idiot ! 

Bvery class of the deaf, the semi- 
mutes and all, iu the whole world, 
know that this is not true. And 
they resent most vehemently such 
crude statements, flung at the un- 
thinking public, to the incalculable 
injury of the rising generation of the 
deaf. They canuot find words in 
the English language sufliciently 
strong wherewith to express their 
indignation. 

And the good Doctor says this, 
too, after admitting in the same ad- 
dress, that "the eye is at best a poor 
substitute for the ear in the acquisi- 
tion of language. ' ' 

The deaf do not need to be told 
this ; they know it is true to their 
bitter sorrow, and they have said so 
ten thousand times. 

But I suppose it comes from them 
"with iXKjr grace," very poor grace! 

Again I note that our good friend, 
the Doctor, says : " It is obvious 
that the corner-stone of the oral 
method is lip-reading, not articula- 
tion !" 

Ahem ! it was not so long ago 
that it was si^eech ! ! I 

Are our oral friends learning wis- 
dom ? Have they discovered at last 
that they can give speech good 
enough for every day use, after 
leaving school, to but a small per- 
centage of their pupils ? Have they 
just found out what the deaf knew 
long ago, and are they beginning to 
hedge their bets on speech ? 

The good Doctor has evidently 
heard that the orally taught deaf 
are not happy, so he wants us all to 
go to an oral school and watch the 
young colts gaiuboling about on the 
green, kicking up their heels in the 
abandon and the joy of living aud 
neighing in glee. 

Must we always go to the school 
for the ultimate results of the Oral 
Method ? 

Of course the children are happy. 
Youth is irrepressible, but how 
about it wheu they are turned out of 
pasture aud put to work for their 
living? 

A colt with only three legs will 
run about and gambol and neigh aud 
all that, but what becomes of him 
wheu full grown and put to work ? 

The truth is the great majority of 
the orally taught are not happy after 
leaving school until they get signs, 
which are to them what a new, 
healthy, flesh and blood leg, would 
be to the aforementioned colt. 

But, excuse me, Mr. Editor, this 
comes " with poor grace" from me, 
a deaf man. We should patieutly 



wait till our good Doctor and his 
oral friends make the discovery, as 
they will, no doubt, in time, and 
make the announcement themselves 
and then it will be all right, all right; 
but coming from the deaf themselves 
it is all wrong ! 

The semi-mute, in all parts of the 
civilized world where the speech 
method has obtained a foothold, is 
its most uncompromising foe, a fact 
which, seems to puzzle our good 
Doctor and cause him much "re- 
gret." He can not understand why 
this is so. Did it never strike him 
and his oral friends that there must 
be a reason for this universal opposi- 
tion? 

However much the deaf may differ 
on other subjects, they are an unit 
on this. There must be a reason. 

Why does not our good Doctor 
and his oral friends try to find the 
reason aud apply the remedy ? for 
surely it is not pleasant to be hated 
and to have one's work despised, dis- 
dained, or undervalued. 

The educated deaf, whether taught 
by speech methods or manually, are 
not all fools. They know a good 
thing when they see it. But to 
practically all the educated deaf of 
all countries pure or-alism does not 
look good. Why ? There mtist be 
a reasom. 

What is it ? 

I know the reason and could tell 
the good Doctor and his kind oral 
friends, but as it would come " with 
poor grace" from a "semi-mute," 
to which unfortunate class I trem- 
blingly confess I belong, I refrain. 
Perhaps our oral friends (?) believe 
that where " ignorance is bliss 'tis 
folly to be wise. " If so, I am content 
to let them remain so until such time 
as they are generously and graciously 
disposed to give me leave to speak 
my mind with good grace. 

And here, Mr. Editor, I pause to 
remark that on the question of me- 
thods the deaf are far less bigoted or 
prejudiced, and are more liberal and 
scientific, than the oralists ; for, 
whereas, the deaf cheerfully recom- 
mend the speech method for a cer- 
tain percentage of their numl>er that 
can be benefited thereby, the oral- 
ists shut their eyes and damn every 
thing but their own method. 

God help the deaf I is the prayer of

Dear Sir:— This is in reply to 
your public statement denying any 
knowledge of my letter of resigna- 
tion a.s a member of your ExeciUive 
Committee. I remained silent hither- 
to, as I was without proof until then, 
as no direct word had l>een received 
from you whether you received the 
letter packet of August 17th, con- 
taining several official and semi-offi- 
cial communications, including this 
resignation, or whether it had been 
"lost, strayed or stolen." You final- 
ly admit receiving the packet, and it 
is now apparent that there must be 
some connection between the letter 
of August 1 7tb and your letters of 
August 2ist (the postmarked en- 
velope bore date of Aug. 22d), and 
that it caused your sudden decision 
to remove me from the Committee, 
and not what occurred between us 
months before. You took pains to 
publish your own letters, though you 
acknowlebge receiving the resigna- 
tions of the Moving Picture Fund 
Committee, you denied us the com- 
mon courtesy of the same publicity. 
Only extreme careleesness on my 
part in enclosing in the packet 
the other resignation in question 
could account for your not receiving 
it, but I am positive I sent it. On 
the other hand. I have your own 
public admis.sion that you are con- 
tinually mislaying or overlooking 
communications. As recently a.s 
Sept. 25th you apologized to me 
(after a reminder had been sent you) , 
regarding a letter sent you la-st May, 
."jaying, "I was under the impres- 
sion I had sent it in, but that was an 
oversight on my part." This 
liabitual ovensight played such an 
important part on one occasion as to 
lead to the rupture between you and 
the M. P. Fund Committee. 

On Sept. 15th, I wrote a com- 
munication to the JoORNAL that 
was intended to be ( and was head- 
ed ), "A FINAL WORD." as far 
as I was concerned, but later I gave 
the injunction " to cut it out" for 
the sake of peace and harmony with- 
in the ranks, if I found you con- 
sidered the controversy ended. 
Instead of meeting me in a square, 
fair, honorable way, you have con- 
tiaued to wrong and misrepresent 
me, aiserting that because I cannot 
always agree with yon, I am there- 
fore weak and under the influence of 
nother. The dignity, power and 
.iportance of your office are not 
such as will i>ermit you with im- 
nimity to insult, injure and wrong 
)ier officer holding an office in 
,,..i„y respects as important as 
yours, and by the unanimous vote 
of the Association. 

No man can make such a state- 
f-nt about me without receiving as 
orous a reply as I am capable of 
g, and the facts justify, and 
, w.juld l>e lacking in manhood if I 
failed to make such a reply. I dis- 
like this acrimonious contention, and 
I know the members of the Associa- 
tion do, but, Mr. Hanson, you are 
responsible for it. 

From the very first you have re- 
fused me the recongnition to which 
I was entitled as a brother officer, 
desiring to contribute my share to- 
ward making your administration a 
success. You had no right to 
assume that I would fail in the dis- 
harge of my duties, and it was your 
fxjunden duty t^- ^=c'':t, not hamper, 
me in their pe: e. 

The manner m wmch I have been 
discharging ray various duties as 
secretary of the Association and as 
Treasurer of the Moving Picture 
Fund, entitles me to different treat- 
ment from you, and you know it. 
It was not necessary for you to ad- 
vise me to "keep straight." Th- 
confidence of the members wb 
elected me will hold me to the faith 
ful performance of official duty re- 
gardless of all else. 

Mr. Hanson, don't you think it is 
high time to call a halt ? Is it not time 
to concede that proper motives ac- 
tuate even those who criticize yoti ? 
Is it not time for each to wOrk in his 
own way for the l.>est interests of the 
Association we Ixjth serve ? Are we 
not all of us giving our time without 
compensation, and at a considerable 
personal sacrifice? The controver- 
sies we have engaged do not benefit 
the Association. 

"If we cannot be friends, at least 
we can bend our efforts and energies 
to better purpose thai* misrepresenta- 
tion, as yon have been doing. I feel 
that the better impalse of our natures

Dbar Sir: — You may recall that 
we wrote you on August 15th in re- 
gard to the general proposition of 
dealing with the fake deaf-mute, and 
also mentioned our experience with 
frank Brown, You will doubtless 
be interested to know that we have 
experienced some difficulty in plac- 
ing the further charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses against 
this man, and although we have suf- 
ficieut evidence we. have been con 
fronted with the attitude on the part 
of our Police Prosecutor of rather 
acting in defense of Frank Brown, on 
the grounds that it would be very 
unfair to place a further charge 
against him without first giving him 
a chance to repeat his offense. 

This attitude is taken in spite of 
the information we have from the 
parole officer at the workhouse to 
the effect that Brown is in no way 
repentant and will probably return 
to the same game when released, un- 
less he is given an extended sentence 
which the parole officer deems neces- 
sary. However, through the ifiter- 
cession of Mrs. E. E Bates of the 
Association of the Deaf in our city, 
the prosecutor finally agreed to sum- 
mon Brown to appear at his office, 
where he will be warned if he repeat.s 
this offense the cliarge will be placed 
against him immediately. You may 
be sure that we ap>preciate the co- 
operation of the local association in 
this instance, which is typical 
of the service they are rendering to 
the community. 

You will readily see that this will 
serve the purpose in so far as Cleve- 
land is concerned but will not pre- 
vent the practice in some other city, 
hence the necessity for some central 
registration where this information 
is obtainable. Hoping to be of some 
assistance in the working out of this 
problem, we are,

Gentlrmbn:— I am to-day in re- 
ceipt of your letter of October 23d, 
with reference to your experience 
with Frank Brown. We, too, have 
foand that for some reason the city 
anthonties are unwilling to prosecute 
these people on the ground of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 
We have found that they are willing 
to prosecute for i>eddling without a 
license, and we now have three of 
these impostors serving sentences in 
the county jail here in Duluth. 

I publish all communcations re- 
ferring to the subject of impostors in 
the Official Organ of the National 
Association of the Deaf, and in that 
way, try to keep those interested 
informed of the proceedings in all 
portions of the country. Scarcely 
a week passes that some city does 
not take stringent action against 
these impostors. Only last week 
the chief of police of Chicago 
issued instructions to his force 
to arrest all persons of this 
class. By persistent work along this 
line, I believe that in time these 
fakers will be driven to other fields 
that will prove more remunerative 
and less dangerous. 

Thanking you for the interest you 
have taken in this subject, and trust- 
ing that your A.ssociation will con- 
tinue to assist in this good work, I 
am.

Tke Wallaadet nemorlal. 

It is proposed to create a ineinoiiHl 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gullaudet, 
D.iy., by the erection of a Parish 
Uuilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of .Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from tbe 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life auiou^st 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
wonld have completed the church 
with which his nau'e has always 
been associated. This was not pei- 
mifted, and it is HUggest«'d as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
X)\\» work be now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories iu height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mntes of New York. Th* 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about (tau.UOU, and the l>nilding 
ItMelf, in its position and purjiose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
